dry air favors the formation of 
h,.rd dry crusts in the nose and 
nosebleeds are often caused by 
efforts to dislodge them. Your 
child must be cautioned not to 
pick his nose. Smearing a very 
small amount of petrolatum j 
lv in 
each nostril 
night and 
m o r n i n g should ket p the e 
crusts from forming and should 
go a long wav toward prevent­ 
ing the nosebleeds 


Q — X-rays revealed that 
my 14-year-old son has Osgood 
Schlatter s disease. Is there anv 
cure for 'his? 


A — Osteochondritis of the 
knee 
(Osgood-Schlatter's dis 
case) is a benign self-limited 
disease that has its onset 
in 
children between 5 and 15 years 
°*f age. It is an inflammation 
of the bone and cartilage m 
the bone’s growth center Tne 
cause is unknown but when the 
period of bony growth nears >fs 
end the disease clears up. In 
the meantime it is important to 
provide a brace or other sup­ 
port to prevent weight bearing 
by the involved joint. 
Q — A year ago I had a 7Y- 
pound boy who was healthy \[ 
birth. He lived only 38 hours. 
An autopsy revealed that he 
had a severe hepatitis due to 
an acute inflammation of nis 
left drenai and aspiration of 
meconium 
What 
does 
this 
mean and could it happen to 
another child if I had one” 
A - Hepatitis and inflamma­ 
tion of the adrenal are very 
rare at such an early age. The 
aspiratioa (inhalation) of me-1 


conium (intestinal debris of the 
fetus) is also rare. When it oc-J 
curs it causes pneumonia rafh-: 
er than hepatitis. The chances! 
of the recurrence of the events 
you described are practically 
nil.
